_ Nor.do we urge it simply because 
it would be an institution that for 
half a century, at least, would cause 
the expenditure of one to two millions 
of dollars in the city annually. That 
feature of the project, however, is 
one that the non-veteran publie of the 
city cannot afford to look upon with 
indifference, 

Our object is to get here an acces- 
sible, - convenient and permanently 
agreeable home for our comrades who 
by reason of age, lack of means, and 
physical necessity, will as the years 
cume and go need the refuge and com- 
forts of such a home. The govern- 
ment long ago assumed the obligation 
of honor and gratitude to provide such 
homes, but while they are scattered 
through the north there is none in the 
deep south where veterans are now 
in as full proportion as in any other 
section of the Union. 

~ + x + 
An Act of National Justice. 

It will be no more than an act of 
national justice for the government 
to establish the required veteran « 
home here in the southeastery region. 

At present the national homes are 
at Dayton in Ohio, Milwaukee in Wis- 
consin, Togus in Maine, Leavenworth 
in Kansas, Santa Monica in Califor- 
nia, Marion in Indiana, Danville in 
Illinois, Hot Springs in South Dako- 
ta, Hampton in Virginia, and a tu- 
berculosis home at Johnson City in 
Tennessee. These homes house and 
care for over 28,000 dependent veter- 
ans, mostly those of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, survivors of the 
Union armies in the War Between the 
States. 

It is only in recent years that vet 
erans of the Spanish-American War 
of 31 years ago, were allowed entry 
into any of those homes. The homes 
were built where they are in the years 
when nearly all the beneficiaries were 
soldiers of the north and west. 

Now we have in the south as larze 
a proportion of veterans of the wars 
since 1865 as there is any other sec- 
tion of the Union. Southern men 
volunteered in the Spanish-American 
War with such readiness and in such 
numbers as to astonish and thrill 
those people north of the Mason and 
Dixon line, who had somehow the mis- 


erable notion that the southern men 
would not “come to the _ colors” 
promptly and loyally because they ani 
their kin had once borne arms against 
the flag. But the south taught them 
another faith. i 


* 
What We Hope to Get. 

What we are working for and hope 
to get is a splendid group of buildings 
to house and serve the purposes of 
the home, and to have them set in a 
great park of at least 300 acres, which 
will be landscaped and,adorned by 
the government in the famous way 
that the government dves such things. 

The Atlanta Spanish-War veterans 
took the matter up four years azo 
and have prosecuted it with’ all the 
means in their power. They got but 
little encouragement and no support 
from the Atlanta people who should 
have been enthusiastic for the project. 

And they are getting little support 
from those persons now, be it said 
to their discredit. 

But after getting the project in- 
dorsed by the leading veteran organi- 
zations of the nation, including the 
United Confederate Veterans, the 
movement is now heading toward a 
winning goal. The state legislature, 
the city authorities, the Chamber of 
Commerce, are all indorsers. of the 
project, 

If the home can be brought into the 
Atlanta area it will be an institution 
caring for at least 2,000 veterans and

Tokyo.—Teeming thousands of lit- 
tle brown men and women chatter- 
ing ineessantly; broad avenues 
jammed with American-made automo- 
biles, horns going full tilt; innumer- 
able rickishas winding in and .out of 
the traffic; countless thousands of bi- 


cycles darting her and there; squares 
flanked by massive modern buildings 
of American architecture; narrow, 
winding streets filled with tiny shops 
in pagoda-like houses—these are some 
of the contrasts between the oriental 
and occidental which the traveler to 
Japan finds within a few minutes of 
his landing. : 

In 24 hours there is jumbled recol- 
lection of smiling, bowing greetings; 
Buddhist temples and shrines; modern 
railway stations; networks of electric 
railways, with splendidly equipped 
trains flashing by: magnificent hotels; 
wierd music; geisha girls; ceremanial 
processions; and always the smiling 
courtesy of the Japanese of all sta- 
tions in life and the unceasing honk- 
ing of automobile horns. — 

So, at any rate, it appeared to the 
Carnegie Foundation’s group of Amer- 
ican journalists, who found themselves 
within an hour’s time of their arrival 
in Japan seated on the floor along 
the walls of a tea room in Tokyo; 
their shoes at the front entrance; their 
food and drink on small taborets in 
front of them and only chop sticks to 
eat it with; and a geisha girl for each 
guest. Add to this picture the distant 
thumbing of some wierd instrument in 
equally wierd music and you have the 
scene of a Japanese nights entertain- 
ment, 

TWO FORMS 
OF ENTERTAINING. 

The Japanese entertaining consists 
of two forms as widely different as the 
poles. One is strictly oriental an: 
the other extremely occidental. In 
the tea houses are given the former, 
while in the clubs, the hotels and the 
homes of the rich Japanese the Euro- 
pean and American form of entertain- 
ment is the rule. 

The atmosphere of a Tokyo tea 
house is hard to describe in prosaic 
English. It is generally a low, two- 
storied building, with an entrance hall

Then, if you happen to be an Ame-- 
iean journalist in Japan under the 
sheltering wing of the imperial gov- 
ernment, you sit with aching knees 
and back and manfully try to dispose 
of soup with chop sticks. All the 
while you are painfully afraid the lit-. 
tle geisha who sits on her heels direct- 
ly in front of you is laughing up her 
voluminous sleeves. 

GEISHA GIRLS 
MUCH MALIGNED. 


These little geishas are the verv 
heart of Japan’s entertainment sys- 
teh, and how they are maligned by 
their reputation in America, where it 
is mentioned in polite society. only in 
whispers. Far from being anything 
naughty, they are, instead, talented 
little artists who take the place in 
publie entertainments of the wife and 
daughter of the Japanese family and 
who are so treated by the Japanese 
gentlemey. 

The geisha is the outgrowth of the 
custom which places the woman of the 
family in the home and nowhere else. 
The Japanese wives and daughters are 
never seen in public save on very rare 
occasions, and then only in families 
which have adopted modern European 
or American customs, 

With this condition it was necessary 
to create a class of young women to 
assist in entertaining. So for cem 
turies the geisha has lived for the pur- 
pose of entertaining Japanese men and 
their friends. 

She is an exquisite little lady in 
every inch of her. Before she can en- 
ter training to be a geisha, she must 
have at least one year of high school, 
and then before she finally becomes 
a geisha she must have four years of 
intensive training in music, singing, 
the classical dances of Japan and in 
the art of easy and gracious conversa- 
tion. She is a little artist to her fin- 
ger tips. ' 

In looks, she is like a tiny, animated 
doll, which smiles and talks and serves 
you. with its flashing little miniature 
hands. 

No wonder that the average Japa- 
nese man regrets that with the rapid 
modernizing of the women of his coun- 
try the geisha is doomed. Her pass- 
ing will take something unique, artis- 
tic and wholesome out of the nationa! 
life of Japan.

‘More Fellowships Also 
Needed, Board Says. 


Athens, Ga., June 13.—(#)—More 
teachers, moré room, more books and 
more fellowships were asked by heads 
of various departments of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia today of the board of 
trustees meeting here. 

Several reports told of overcrowded 
conditions in many departments and 
more elassroom space and teachers

Washington, June 13.—(4)—Presi- 
dent Hoover is considering three in- 
vitations to make Independence Day 
addresses and the sponsors of each 
still are hopeful. 

They would take him to Philadel- 
phia for the annual celebration at 
Independence hall, to New York for 
the Fourth of July meeting of new- 
ly naturalized American citizens, and 
to Asheville, N. C., to speak at a 
meeting of the Southern Newspaper 
Publishers Association. 

The president's views as vet are un- 
known other than that if he makes a 
Fourth of July address he will leave 
the national eapital to do it.

LINER IN FIRST 
EXCHANGE ON WAY

New York, June 13.—(4)—Mail 
picked up from the liner Leviathan. by 
an airplane 75 miles at sea was speed- 
ing toward delivery today, the first 
successful demonstration of a new 
catapult device which tossed the mail 
into the air. 

A plane manned by Lieutenant 
George R. Pond and 
Pilot L. V. Rawlings, of the Newark, 
N. J., air service, overtook the liner 
three hours after it left for Europe 
yesterday, dropped one sack of mail 
aboard and picked up another. 

The feat was accomplished by 
means of a device invented by Dr. L. 
§. Adams. A structure consisting of 
a channel and a catapult was install- 
ed on the deck of the ship. A ball 
suspended from a cable dropped from 
the plane, engaged in the channel and 
caught up the mail sack as the cata- 
pult hurled it into the air. 

The liner was headed into the wind 
and several attempts were made be- 
fore the mail sack was lifted. | 

The next experiment will be made 
when the Leviathan returns June 25. 
At that time an attempt will be made 
to pick up the mail 350 miles at sea.

The -house has never revised its 
membership since the 1920 census, as 
many contend is required by the con- 
stitution.
